Rbmabks 


During the week ending the 12th April 1947 in British 
India and in the Indian States shown in this statement, 
the total number of deaths recorded in 226 towns having a 
population of 30,000 and over was 9,588. The mid-year 
estimated population of these towns was 24,106,876 and the 
death-rate was 20-7 per thousand of the population. 
Births in the same towns numbered 12,504 giving a birth - 
rate of 27 ■ 0 per thousand of the population. In British 
India alone the corresponding birth and deathrates wore 
27-0 and 20 • 7 per thousand of the population, respec- 
tively. 

(A) British India.— Xu British India, tho following 
towns returned a high doathrate of 50 or over tier 
housand of tho population. 

Burhanpur (56-9) ; Ambala (50-3) and Benares ; (54-1). 

The high death rato in, Burhanpur was mainly due to 
deaths from fevers. There was considerable number 
of deaths from respiratory diseases. 

The largest number of deaths in Arabala were reported under 
plague and fevers. In Benares the high death-rate was main- 
ly due to deaths from f overs ; thorn was a considerable num- 
I*or*of deaths from plague. 

In 211 towns in British India, there were 128 deaths from 
oholera, 130 deaths from smallpox and 93 deaths from plague. 
Of the deaths from oholera, Howrah recorded 44 ; Barisal 21; 
Titagarh and Nabadwip 8 each; South Suburban, NaiLati and

During the work ending tin* 20ch April, 11147 in .British 
India and in tho Indian States shown in this statement, tho 
total number of deaths roeorded in 213 towns having a popu- 
lation of 30,000 and over was 10,248. The mid -year estimated 
popuLifciou of thoso towns was 26,033,308 and tho death rate 
was 20 "5 per thousand of tho population. Births in the same 
towns numbered 12,340 giving a brith rate of 24-7 per thousand 
of the population. In British India alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates were 24 ■ 3 and 20 ■ 5 per thousand of tho 
population respectively. 

(A) British India. — The following towns in British India 
returned a high death rate of 50 or over for thousand of the 
population. 

Hissar (67 -5); Nagpur Civil Station (66 ■ 9); Benares (61 ‘1); 
Nasik (55 ’1) and Bliiwani (53 ’0). 

In all these towns a large tmihbor of deaths wore reoordod 
under foyers. In Hissar practically all tho deaths were 
reported ifader fevers. In Benares considerable numbor of 
details wore recorded under respiratory diseases and dysontory 
and diarrhoea. In Nagpur Civil Station a large number of 
deaths were recorded under smallpox. In Nasik a consider- 
able number of deaths were reported under respiratory 
disoasos.
